Of course, the Swift could not cross 
the Atlantic at 36 knots, or anything 
like it, since her oil-carrying capacity 
is limited to 180 tons, but the naval 
architect, if left to himself, would have 
no difficulty whatever in producing a 
ship capable of doing it.

Distinction Between Residence and

There is reason, 
too. for believing that Ignatius Don- 
nelly, the American who asserted that 
Bacon wrote works of Shakes- 
peare, may afterward have formed a 
different, and correct solution of the 
historic mystery, but never have made 
it public. 

The foregoing remarkable statements, 
together with others scarcely less 
striking, were made to me by J. C. 
Nicol, author of the latest theory re- 
garding Shakespeare's identity, in 
the course of an interview which I had 
with him the other day at his home in 
London. Mr. Nieol is the Englishman 
who, as the cable dispatches announced 
recently, claims to have discovered a 
new Shakespeareean cypher which, 
when unraveled, reveals the third earl 
of Southampton as the author of the 
immortal works. Americans who read 
of his reputed discovery doubtless 
put him down either as a crank or a 
seeker for cheap notoriety, and when 
they saw it stated further along in the 
same dispatches that this latest aspir- 
ant to the role of Ignatius Donnelly 
asserted that he knew the exact hiding 
places of the lang-lost Shakespearean 
manuscripts, the opinion that he was 
a crack-brained dreamer must ‘have 
been considerably strengthened. 

Rut Mr. Nicol proves to be not the 
eort of man whose statements, how- 
ever weird and incredible they may 
appear, can be lightly dismissed. He 
is a scholar of much distinction. 
Though only in his forty-first year, 
he holds exceptional certificates from 
various English school authorities. He 
{s a master in education and for sev- 
eral vears has conducted a training 
school for teachers. He has gained 
first-class seholarships in science, spe- 
cial languages and advanced teaching. 
In art he has won the Bourke prize at 
the South -..ensington schools, and he 
holds testimonials fro mthe heads of 
such of learning as the Lanca- 
shire and Cheshire institute, Manches- 
ter: the Waterloo Organized Seience 
echool, and the Central institufion, 
South Kensington.

For some vears he 
lectured on English literature and 
poetry, and it was while giving these 
discources that what he calls “‘the great 
revelation” came to him. This was 
over two and a half years ago, and 
ever since that time Nicol has worked 
unremittingly in the hope of convinc-

The author of the new cryptic the- 
ory was found in a cosy flat at 22a 
Furness Road, Harlesden, North Lon- 
don. His literary sanctum was filled 
with books, most prominent among 
which—set up on an easel—was a copy 
of the first folio edition of what the 
world supposes to have been Shakes- 
peare’s plays. Below. is Nicol’s own 
story, exactly he related it to me, 
and here published for the first time. 

“ll my life I have been a close 
student of Shakespeare, and from my 
earliest days I was brought up to pon- 
der over the writings of the great 
poet. I have always been haunted by 
a vague feeling that the man of Sttat- 
ford was not the author of the plays; 
and when Donnelly’s famous Bacon 
cryptegram theory was announced a 
few years ago, I studied all the Don- 
nelly fieas with the utmost care, fully 
convinced that there was ‘something’ 
in it. 3ut Donnelly, with all his in- 
genuity, failed. He carried his re- 
searches to a certain point, after which 
his reasonings become weak, and, as 
mere cyphers, his cryptograms utterly 
break down. Whether Donnelly knew 
actually more than he has revealed in 
his cypher—whether or not he hit upon 
the same discoveery as myself, and then 
deHberately decided withhold it 
from the world, I cannot say.

Levy on Money. 


The Missouri court of appeals, in Richards 
Vv. Heger, 99 Southwestern Reporter, 802, 
draws a rather fine distinction with reference 
to the rights of an officer to levy on money 
in the hands or about the person of a debtor. 
Approving the doctrine of -Green v. Palmer, 
15 Cal. 441, 76 Am. Dec. 492, that money in 
the hands of = debtor may be levied on, the 
court says that the seizure of property at- 
tached to the person of a defendant would be 
trespass against his person, as it would tend 
to provoke a breach of the peac but to 
seize hig property found in his‘poss ‘sion not 
pertaining to his wearing apparel, or worn 
or carried on his person for use, vs as an 
ornament, would not be an indigni against 
his person, nor wumder ordinary croum- 
stances a trespass. To gelze money in the 
debtor's hands will no more likely provoke 
a breach of the peace and possesses: no more 
of the elementai of a trespass than an entry 
by the officer on the premises of defendant 
in the execution and seizure there, {in his 
presence, of his personal effects against his 
will and over his protest.

Become Effective on 
January 1. « 


Columbus, Ga., December 2!.—(Specia!.) 
At a mass meeting of the citizens of 
Girard, Ala., last night, speeches were 
made by prominent ministers of Colum- 
bus, Phenix City and Girard, and it was 
resolved to ha@ve the prohibition law in 
that city become operative on January 
| ang to see that it is enforced. 

Under the rather peculiar Alabama 
law Girard does “dry’’ when the mayor 
of Columbus, a city in another state, 
certifies that the sale of liquor is pro- 
hibited in Columbus, and when the may- 
or of Girard publishes the certificate. 
‘he mass meeting appointed a commit- 
tee to see Mayor Rhodes Browne to se- 
cure the desired certificate as to the 
prohibition status of Columbus on and 
after January !, and another one to see 
Mayor Foster, of Girard. The two may- 
ors halve eignified their entire willing- 
ness ‘to take the iproper steps in the mat- 
ter. 

Notwithstanding the various state- 
menis that are being made that whisky 
cannot ang will not be sold in Girarg 
next year, an Atlanta man has rented 
two stores in that city for next year, 
locaited just a few hundred yards from 
Columbus, agreeing to pay about four 
times ‘the rent now being received for 
the stores, the lease to be conditioned, 
however, on the fact that liquor can be 
sold in that ebty.

intended to accomplish that end alone. 
It is general in its nature, and its pur-| 
pose is to provide for a rank in the, 
navy which, when the branch of the 
military service is represented abroad, 
does not render necessary for the com- 
manders to allow the officers of other 
countries, whose navies are not so im- 
portant as ours, to take precedence, 
over them. Following is the text of 
the bill: 

“The president is authorized to ap- 
point by selection and promotion a Vice: 
admiral of the navy, whose retirement! 
shall be governed by the existing law) 
governing the retirement of rear ad- 
mirals of the navy.”

To Secure Depositors.

SHRINKAGE OF LABOR’S DIVIDEND. 


It begins to look as if wage reduction is going to run the gamut of 
the industrial scale. It is Nemesis-like, persistent, unremitting. 

First came announcements of reduction in railroad shop forces to an 
extent in some instances almost appalling. Then many shops and factories 
closed down; next, wages fell and the drop, it would seem, is going to con- 
tinue until it makes the circuit. 

Most recently comes the announcement that the Georgia Short Line As- 
sociation, comprising in its membership the shorter railroad lines of the 
state, has decided, at a meeting held in Albany, to make a general anW 
material reduction in the wages of employees, effective January 1. 

‘The short lines are dependent for business upon the trunk lines with 
which they connect, perhaps more than upon any other source. Therefore 
what affects the trunk lines is bound to react speedily upon smaller connec- 
tions. Retrenchment by the big roads necessarily means reduction of ex- 
penses by the little ones. | 

The shrinkage of labor’s dividend at a time of prosperity and plenty has 
more than one serious aspect, because while the lalwrer’s purchasing power 
is reduced, there is no corresponding reduction in the price of what he has 
to buy. 

It is unfortunately but unquestionably true, as experience has proven, 
that labor is in the front rank of those who first experience the ill effects 
of political agitation and upheaval Retrenchment is industry’s immediate 
response to whatever affects its income; the reaction upon Jabor follows al- 


most without interval. | 
The more so does it come hard at a time when hope in new conditions 


had run high. 
In such conditions as these there is nothing to breed despair.

Grave to Give Up Its Secret. 

| Sunday papers and magazine supple- 
ments have recently been filled with 
the interesting. details of a lawsuit 
now in progress in England that prom- 
ises to rival Jarndyce vs. Jarndyce, 
and in which are involved the im- 
mense estate and title of the duke of 
Portland. 

Numerous claimants for the estate 
have appeared, basing their title on 
the not unsupported assumption that 
T. C. Druce and the fifth duke of 
Portland were one and the same per- 
son; but the best supported claims ap- 
pear to be those of Thomas Hollamby 
Druce, of Australia, admittedly 
the elder son of T. C. Druce, who was, 
supposedly, the duke’s alter ego. 

The case itself hinges upon the pos- 
sibility of proving that T. C. Druce 
and the fifth duke of Portland were 
one and the same man. T. C. Druce 
was supposedly buried in 1864, while 
the duke did not die unti] 1879. Obvi- 
ously, it is impossible that one man 
should be buried in two graves, at pe- 
riods fifteen years apart. 

The claimants to the estate charge 
that instead of dying, T. C. Druce be- 
came permanently the fifth duke of 
Portland, the latter ceasing his mas- 
querade. It is their contention that 
instead of the body of T. C. Druce, a 
quantity of lead and brick were put 
into the coffin which was placed in 
the vault whose inscription contains 
that name. 

While much evidence has been ad- 
duced to identify Druce and the duke 
as one and the same person, there is 
serious conflict, and it is a point 
which must remain involved in doubt 
until the Druce vault has been opened 
and the contents of the coffin in 
question examined. 

“Why don’t the authorities open the 
vault and settle the question?” has 
been asked on every hand, with the 
full knowledge that only such action 
will settle it. 

After weeks of resistance to this 
pian of determining the truth of the 
niatter, in which he was supported by 
the courts, Herbert Druce, principal 
defendant in the present suit, has at 
last consented to the opening of his 
father’s grave that the coffin may 
d‘sclose its mooted secret. 

It will be some three weeks yet be- 
fore the necessary legal formalities 
can be complied with, yet there is 
gratification expressed that the end of 
one phase, at least, of this perplexing 
litigation is in sight.

A Deluge ef Foreigners. 


Editor Constitution: I have read with in- 
terest the report of the commissioner general 
of immigration published in your issue of 
Monday. I am unable to see how any man 
who feels the slightest fnterest in the future 
civilization of this country or its national 
character can read that report without a feel- 
ing of alarm. It is stated that we received 
during the immigration year ending June 90, 
1907, the enormous number of 1,286,349 for- 


of Europe. and were in any degree related 
to us their ptesence here might not cause 
much concern. But where did they come 
from? Let us see. 

The German empire sent only 37,807, an in- 
crease over the previous year of only 248. 
Little Greece sent us 86,580, an increase of 
17,001. If little Greece should keep up her 
pace she will next year send over twice as 
many as Germany. Italy sent us 286,781, an 
increase of 128,611. Russia sent 258,943, an 
increase of 438,278. Austria sent 838,452, 
which was 73,814 more than came from that: 
country the year. before. Turkey sent 20,767, : 
an inerease of 11,857 over the previous year, 
and Japan, dear litle slant-eyed Japan, which : 
has been stirring up euch a row outon the 
Pacific coast, handed us 30,226 of her citi-. 
zens, 16,891 more than last year. Thus we 
see that the heavg increases were made by 
countries which we can hardly regard as the 
homes of the pest class of citizens for us. 
They are Japan, Turkey and Greece. Other 
heavy gains were made by Austria, Russia 
and British North America, but the immigra- 
tion from the,last named cannot be regarded 
as essentially foreign. 

The figures show that we are not recelv- 
ing our immigrants from those nations of the 
north of Europe, to which we are related by 
“UNF{-Bjljeny ‘Biseny “ueTTe Apie}iN suopeU 
gary. Greece, Japan, Italy, Turkey sent us 
nearly a milllon—97I,689 to be exact. Add to 
these such as came from Bulgaria, Servia, 
Montenegro, Spain, the Weet 
Mexico and you go far beyond the million 
mark. The insignificant tremainder came 
from those countries which are supposed to 
furnish a desirable class of immigrants, such 
the German empire, the British Isles, 
Sweden, Holland and Norway. 

Because the early English settlers were able 
to assimilate the New York Dutch and the 
scattering French and Spanish of the Mis- 
sissippi valley the idea developed that this 
nation is able to ‘‘assimilate’’ anything and 
everything that can possibly enter its maw. 
When and where have we assimilated any 
Turks, or Japs, or Greeks? We will, I think, 
be slow to amalgamate with the Russian, 
the Italian and some classes of the Austro- 
Hungarian. But suppose we should coalesce 
readily with these people would the national 
unit he raised or lowered thereby? What 
valuable qualities could these people from the 
south of Europe bring to our national char- 
acter? This matter is too grave to be put 
aside longer by congress. It ought to be 
handled with prudence and common sense, but 
it eught to be handled promptly and effac- 
tively.

COTTON GROWERS HAVE 
POWER TO CONTROL PRICE 


--M. L. JOHNSON 


President M. lL. Johnson, of the Geor- 
gia division, Southern Cotton Associa~ | 
tion, has issued a strong letter of “| 
peal and encouragement to the farmers 
| of Georgia and the south, He shows , 
wherein the cotton producers of the| 
south have the power to control their | 
product, and can do it if they wfll. 

President Johnson says: 

TO GEORGIANS: We frequently see 
the statement that what the price of 
cotton will be tomorrow, next, day, 
next week, next moath and next April 
is pure guesswork. Is that true? If 
so, should be it so? Certainly not. The 
price of cotton per pound should be as 
stable as a gold dollar, and can be 
made so. But it will take on the part 
of the grower thorough and compact 
organization, and, in addition, the 
growing of cotton as a surplus crop. 
The combined strength of cotton 
growers ond others should be 50 di- 
rected as to make powerful and effec- 
tive the efforts of every organization 
‘working for this purpose. Let it be 
understood that we fight no business, 
}but that we propose to stand by our 
own and our country’s interests to the 
very last, realizing that in the south 
,every interest is dependent on the price | 
cotton brings. Give us 15 cents, in- | 
stead of trying to make us take II | 
cents or !2 cents, and you add to our 
purchasing power $180,000,000 or $145,- | 
000,000, respectively, on the cetton ex- | 
ported alone, and make impossible a 
panic in the south. 

Look at our own mills just now. 
Their takings are about 300,000 bales 
under last year. The foreign mill tak- 
ings show no appreciable decrease. 
tai foreign mills are helping to sus- 


tain the market—our own mills are 
not. Yet you and I, who raise the cot- | 
ton, have to buy tariff-protected goods, | 
and the tariff-protected fellow is not | 
ihelping us sustain the price. Why 
'don’t the United States let us buy from | 
the fellow who is helping us? That, 
is my inclination. Is it not yours, to 
help the fellow who helps you? 
Again, you know in 1905, when cot- | 
ton went so low we had the united | 
action of: all to boost the price, and | 
we boosted it. We are sustaining the 
price today, but, with a few patriotic | 
exceptions, we have not the coopera- | 
tion we then had. Was it and ts if 
because cotton at a low price would | 
not liquidate our indebtedness: but 
cotton at 10 cents and above would. 
You know I have heard and heard of 
much urging to sell; many have tried 
to scare us; much “bear dope” has 
been put out, and by our own people. | 
But, from my standpoint, every 
financial fiber and muscle of the south 
should have be®n strained to force it 
up to the profit point to the grower. 
Many, many times have I asked myseif 
the question, do we get cooperation, 
only when cotton is below a price} 
which would pay our debts, and when . 
it is above, wet none”

Governor Not a Party to Suit. 

Judge Newman handed down @ de- 
cision yesterday granting the Central 
of Georgia railroad the right to file a 
supplemental bill in the case of the 
Central of Georgia railway v. H. War- 
ner Hill and the members of the Geor- 
gia railroad commission. 

However, while granting the right to 


file a supplemental bill, the right to 
include Governor Hoke Smith as a party 
defendant to the bill is denied, under 
the eleventh amendment of the consti- 
titution of Georgia. 

The original bill filed by the Central 
of Georgia sought to restrain the rail- 
road commission from putting into ef- 
fect class B rates.

RIOT FEARED BY GOVERNOR 


| Sparks Says Chat He Belicves There 


Will Be an Ogthbrenk at Gold- 
field Soon After the Depar- 
ture of the Federal 
Troops. 


Reno, Nev., 
bed today Governor Sparks, who is 
very sick, made the following state- 
ment in explanation of his act asking 
President Roosevelt to send troops to 
Goldfield: 


“Throughout this whole controversy 


[I have acted according to my best 
re- 


judgment. I believed, from advice 
celved ‘rom. confidential agents’ in 
Goldfield, that trouble was imminent 
in the mining camps. I know that 
dynamite had been stolen from the 
mines, and that the miners were arm- 
ed and prepared for trouble, and the 
picketing of mines and preventing men 
from working was damaging property. 
I was also advised that the sheriff and 
other civfl authorities were unable to 
cope with the situation. I made these 
facts known to the president, and, in 
the absence of any state militia, I ad- 
vised that troops be sent to prevent 
trouble. I thought no good could be 
had from calling a special session of 


ithe legislature. 


Feared Riot and Bloodshed. 


“It has .developed since the arrival 
of the troops there has been no trouble. 
And this is why I asked for troops. I 
belleved that so long as there were 
regular soldiers there would be no 
outbreak, but I feared, and had reason 
so to fear, that unless such action was 
taken immediately there would be riot 
and bloodshed. 

“While I was in Goldfield IT Investi- 
gated personally the conditions that 
prevailed.

Cleveland, Ohio, December 2!1.—United 
States senators, congressmen, -higher 
officials and representatives of many 
business interests gathered here today 
in the interest of a ship subsidy. Har- 
vey D. Goulder, president of the. Mer- 
chant Marine league, under the auspices 
of which the convention was held ex- 
pressed the opinion that the meeting 
would not only have a good result but 
the attendance and enthusiasm shown 
by the delegates from various parts of 
the country indicated that the general 
public was taking a greater interest in 
the subject of merchant marine and a 
subsidy for sea-going craft. 

The convention was, in a degree, the 
beginning of a campaign of education, 
but the greatest efforts of the league 
will be directed against congress this 
winter in the interest of a United 
States mail subsidy for ocean steamers, 

87,000,000 Needed. gat 


Tt is estimated that the government 
will have to appropriate about $7,- 
000,000 to place the merchant marine 
in a position successfully to compete 
with. the .merchant .marine of other 
nations, where subsidy exists. ’ 

It was asserted by the advocates of 
subsidy that the measure was not only 
of interest to the United States and the 
the ships were entitled ta be assisted 
as much as the rivers, harbors and 
railways. 

Today’s conference was concluded with 
a banquet this evening, which was a 
general love feast over the success of 
the league in its work so far. The 
star attractions at the banquet were 
Senator J. B, Foraker of Ohio, and 
Senator J. H. Gallinger of New Hamp- 
shire. 

Senator Foraker’s address 
strong argument in favor of building 
up an American merchant marine.

“The Philippine government has not 
funds enough to educate in primary 
and industrial schools all the present 
generation of school age,” he replied, 
“and. unless some other source of funds 
of governmental means is found, it will. 
take more than a generation to com- 
plete the primary and industrial edu- 
cation of the common people. Until 
that is done, we ought not ‘to lift our 
guiding hand from the islands. 
Municipal Shortcomings. 

“tT might refer to certain admitted 
shortcomings in the conduct of muni- 
cipal affairs in the Philippines, which, 
however, should not have the effect of 
discouraging those who are fInterested 
in the success of the experiment. To 
offset these, it @iight be remarked that, 
even in the United States, municipal 
government has not been a shining suc- 
cess. I do not hesitate to say that au- 
tonomous municipal governments are 
king good progress, and are gradual- 
accomplishing the purposes for 
were created.

Robert Caldwell Held by Au-

TAKEN AS SHIP ARRIVED 


Caldwell Is Charged With Perjury 

in Connection With the Druce 

Case, Which Is Being 
Heard in London.

New York, December 21.—Robert 
Caldwell, the American witness in the 
famous Druce case in London, was ar- 
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GEORGIANS PUT IN CHARGE 
OF PUBLICITY DEPARTMENT 
OF PENNSYLVANIA RAILROAD 
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rested at Hoboken, N. J., today after 
the arrival’ of the steamer Katserin 
Auguste Victoria here today. The ar- 
rest was made upon request from the 
British authorities, Caldwell was taken 
into custody soon after he left the 


steamer. 

He is charged with perjury In con- 
nection with the testimony given by 
him at the Druce hearing. He will be 
arraigned before tht United Btates 
commissioner, who will hold him for 
examination. 

Announcement was made several days 
ego that the authorities at New York 
had been asked to take him Into cus- 
today immediately upon the arrival of 
the steamer. A few days later, how- 
ever, there came a denial of the story. 
In the meantime the wireless telegraph 
had carried the first report to the 
Kaiserin Auguste Victoria, and it had 
heen read In the daily newspaper print- 
ed aboard by Caldwell and all the other 
passengers. When the steamer arrived 
at the quarantine station today Caldwell 
was almost in a state of g¢ollapse. 
When told of the second report deny- 
ing the authenticity of the statement 
published in the ship newspaper a great 
load seemed to have been lifted from 
him. 

“Thank God,” was his comment. Cald- 
well, however, appeared to be broken in 
health and spirit and told his -inter- 
viewer that he believed himself to be 
in a serious physical condition. 

The*temporary relief which came to 
Caldwell with the news which met him 
at quarantine was shortlived. Almost 
‘immediately after he MNhad stepped 
ashore at Hoboken he was taken into 
custody. 

The physicians reported that he was 
desperately ill. The commissioner fixed 
bail at $5,000 and directed that the 
prisoner appear for further examina- 
tion January 7. Bail was furnished and 
the old man was taken to his home on 
Staten island. 

The Charge Against Caldwell. 


December 21.—The charge 
Robert C. Caldwell is con- 
spiracy and wilful and corrupt perjury 
in the evidence he gave while testify- 
ing in the present Druce case. Papers 
giving full details on the subject are 
heing prepared by the home office, and 
will be forwarded through the foreign 
office as soon as possible. The arrest 
of the American, who was the principal 
witness for the prosecution, and with- 
out whose testimony the case probably 
would never have been brought, will 
add immensely to the already wide- 
spread interest in the sensational suit. 

The opening of the vault said to con- 
tain the body of Thomas C. Druce has 
been provisionally fixed for December | 
27. One result of examining the coffin | 
will be to prove conclusively the truth 
or the falsity of one of the main points 
in Caldwell’s evidence, and probably 
settle the question of his extradition. 
Should the statement about there being 
lead in the coffin prove to be true, it 
is not believed that the- British govern- 
ment would care particularly to pursue 
the question whether or not Caldwell 
or his alleged brother are one and the 
same person.

The gain in cash was $6,507,200, and 
for the first time in many weeks legal tenders 
show an appreciable increase of $2,169,400, 
the cash gain since the crisis of October hav- 
ing been up to this time wholly in the form 
of specie. The inference is that normal con- 
ditions between banks are being rapidly re- 
stored. The liquidations in loans continue, 
the week’s reduction of $9,581,100 making a 
decrease in that item of thirty-two and a half 
millions of dollars since November 30, last. 

‘The liquidation is significant as indicating 
the ability of borrowers to meet their obll- 
gations. Deposits have pdeen falling off owing 
to the loan shrinkage and the loss of §$7,871,- 
900 for the week is thus easily accounted for. 
It is to be noted that the deposits of the 
government in New York banks are still in- 
creasing, the gain of $1,891,300 for the past 
six days bringing the present total of United 
States deposits to $78,596,209. The gain in 
cash ami the decrease in deposits brought the 
banks $8,360,175 nearer the 25 per cent reserve 
minimum required of law. .The deflolency 
now stands at $81,751,000, and at the present 
rate o fgain, two or three weeks only will 
be required to give the banks an actual sur- 
plus. The flow of money fro mthe interior, 
usually in full swing at this period, has not, 
for obvious reasons, started in its usual vol- 
ume, but there are encouraging signe that 
it will not be longer delayed; and the best 
advices are that the interior banks are only 
waiting for word from New York to the 
effect that currency requirements can be met 
without further difficulty. This fact estab- 
lished, the return of money to this center will 
be rapid, and will last until the spring ses- 


‘There {s no use disguising the fact that 
the continuing premium in the currencsy in 


i¢e influence, and once this {s abolished, as 
it may be within a week, the abnormal con- 
ditions prevailing for over two months past 
will have ended so far ae the banks are con- 
cerned. It is to be presumed that the clear- 
ing house certificates outstanding are being 
reduced regularly, but no official announce- 
issue has been cancelled.

The city appropriates $50,000 vearly to this 
hospital, and receives back $6,000 from pay 
patients The daily average of patients is 
about 100. The number of employees is from 
100 to 125.

The treatment accorded patients compares 
favorably with that given in other first-class 
institutions throughout the country. The 
building is well kept, considering its run-down 
condition. It is not large enough for the 
needs of the city, and we have been com- 
pelled to place som@wW tients in the hospital 
of the Atlanta School of Medicine, and pay 
$1 per day for each patient. 

The construction of the building is such 
that it cannot well be added to, and consid-

We found about sixty children in 
the home, and all seemed well and in good 
condition, with the exception of several who 
have scarlet fever. 

The matron states that a large per cent 
of them are children whose fathers have de- 
serted them, and whose mothers are com- 
pelled to work in manufacturing industries 
for a support receiving very small wages, 
very few being able to pay anything for the 
keep of thelr children. 

This home started as a day nursery, but 
seems to have drifted into a boarding home, 
most of the children remaining all the time. 
The larger children attend the public schools, 
and a kindergarten is carried on for the 
smaller ones. Galaries paid amount to about 
$1,500. 

The question !{s, does not the city, as well 
as the good people who help this home, by 
maintaining this home encourage desertions, 
and should not these fathers be brought back 
and made to support their own children? Also 
do not these manufacturing plants get their 
labor cheaper than they otherwise would?

This home receives $3,000 annually from 
the city, 4nd from other sources $4,000.

“Travelers’ Aid.”’ 


This society receives about $1,800 per year, 
of which the city donates $300. Salaries paid 
$1.400. They maintain a “réprésentative day 
and night at the terminal station and one 
during the day at the union depot. They 
meet all trains and look after women and 
childrer® an@ young girls, providing them 
with meals and dodging when they are un- 
able to do so themsclves and protect girls 
from falling into bad company. They handle 
about people annually and our best 
women think well of the society. 


“Carter Home for Old Negroes.” 


This home received $800 annually from the 
city and own their own home, store rooms 
and offices in the same puilding, from which 
they receive about $200 yearly {mn rent. The 
negroes of the city give practically nothing 
toward its support and take no interest in it 


E. Carter and the matron are 
good negroes and have done. all in their 
power for. about ten or twelve old negroes, 
but thev seem discouraged. 

We think that if they had a few acres of 
ground and a home at some other place they 
could still keep these old negroes and take 
care of the colored juvenile offenders and 
probably do good work, 


“Carrie Steele Orphanage.” 


This institution receives $1,200 annually 
from the city and about $1,000 from other 
sources, ths county giving $800 of this. They 
have an average of about thirty-five colored 
children from 13 years Of age to the small- 
+at infant. Children look wall, but are badly 
clothed. Salaries amount to about §700 an- 
nually. 

At the beginning of the year we found the 
place badly run down and had the city to 
put a fence around {it at a cost of §2650. 
Also we had the city turn their appropriation 
over to this committee. We found the home 
in debt, which we paid up as best we could 
and yet not let the children suffer. We tried 
to get a gardener to go out there and work 
the ground. For a time we could get nobody, 
but finally they got an old man—too old to 
do much—but it was the best we could do 
Consequently not much was’ made. 

We could not get them to cooperate with 
us at all They seemed to want to handle 
the money themgelves. We gee nothing to be 
done except to dump $1,200 annually to them 
and let them do aa they please with it or 
else to cut loose from them entirely.

A Philanthropist’s Viewpoint. | 


During the recent visit here of a 
well-known women philonthropist who, 
on authority of the government, was 
studying the prison system as oper- 
ated at the Atlanta federal prison, she 
was asked just what line of prison 
work women, for instance, in this vi- 
cinity might pursue, and her reply 
was, “Let them unite to establish a 
reformatory for giris. There is one 
for boys and one about to be estab- 
lished for negro boys, and yet I know 
of no local or state protective institu- 
tion for girls. , 

“The best prison work that can be 
done is that which operates against 
the conditions necessitating the pris- 
ons.” 


According to the views of this wom- 
an expert, had the duchess of Marl- 
borough visited the federal prison at 
Atlanta she would have found not only 
the most ideal prison system prevail- 
ing, along every line, but she would 
have found established and bringing 
about excellent results the first out-of- 
door tuberculosis hospital in Georgia. 

This hospital is not only an interest- 
ing institution as an integral part of 
a complete and well-equipped hospital 
system, but in the number of patients 
who have been cured in the out-of-door 
treatment applied there, proving that 
the tuberculosis patient in Georgia 
need not necessarily go to North Caro- 
lina, Colorado or Arizona to find ef- 
fectual cure in out-of-door treatment. 

In other words, there can be no 
doubt in the government experiment at 
the prison proving that the climatic 
conditions in Georgia are such that the 
tuberculosis patients taking the out-of- 
door treatment here according to the 
latest and most scientific methods have 
as good a chance for recovery as those 
who go to other altitudes for similar 
treatment.

At the two last annual meetings of 
the Anti-tuberculosis Teague of Amer- 
fea addresses were made, papers read 
and discussions held, on the subject of 
the indiscriminate sending of tubercu- 
losis ipatients to these states of the 
west where climatic conditions were 
deemed most remedial. 

Physicians from those sections, spe- 
cialists in their lines, pleaded with their 
ceonferes on this subject, and within 
the past year it is a well-known fact 
that decided action has been taken, and 
that fewer patients have been sent far 
away from home to live or die, as 
chance might decree...

The sun room was in the center of the 
little garden which had been cultivated 
by the patients, and there were flow- 
ers that drew the attention from the 
prison walls behind. Few of the pa- 
tients were confined to the tents, and 
among thoge in the sun parlor were 
two whose dark skins, straight features 
and black hair proclaimed them as In- 
dian prisoners. 

Another patient, though he appeared 
to be such, was one relegated to some 
duty in the hospital, and he, when first 
entering the hospital, was considered 
incurable, his death momentarily ex- 
pected, He quickly responded to the 
open-air treatment, his case being 
cited as one most remarkable. 


| Advice Given. 


Each patient upon entering the tu- 
berculosis tent, is given a leaflet 
which contains what his part is in 
making the treatment successfyl, this 
leaflet accepted by the government ‘as 
containing invaluable sugestiong to tu- 
berculosis patients.

This hospital is not only an interest- 
ing institution as an integral part of 
a complete and well-equipped hospital 
system, but in the number of patients 
who have been cured in the out-of-door 
treatment applied there, proving that 
the tuberculosis patient in Georgia 
need not necessarily go to North Caro- 
lina, Colorado or Arizona to find ef- 
fectual cure in out-of-door treatment. 

In other words, there can be no 
doubt in‘the government experiment at 
the prison proving that the climatic 
conditions in Georgia are such that the 
tuberculosis patients taking the out-of- 
door treatment here according to the 
latest and mest scientific methods have 
as good a chance for recovery as those 
who go to other altitudes for similar 
treatment.

At the time of the visit ‘there were 
some thirty odd patients in the hospi- 
tal, and each individual tent was a 
model of cleanliness and neatness. 
The sun room was in the center of the 
little garden which had been cultivated 
by the patients, and there were flow- 
ers that drew the attention from the 
prison walls behind. Few of the pa- 
tients were confined to the tents, and 
among those in the sun parlor were 
two whose dark skins, straight features 
and biack hair proclaimed them as In- 
dian prisoners. 

Another patient, though he appeared 
to be such, was one relegated to some 
duty in the hospital, and he, when first 
entering the hospital, was considered 
incurable, his death momentarily ex- 
pected. He’ quickly responded to the 
open-air treatment, his case being 
cited as one most remarkable. 


| Advice Given. 


Bach patient upon entering the tu- 
berculosis tent, is given a leaflet 
which contains what his part is in 
making the treatment successfyl, this 
léaflet accepted by the government ‘as 
containing invaluable sugestiong to tu- 
berculosis patients. It follows: 

1. Be hopeful and cheerful, your disease 
can be cured, although it will take some time.

More Water Needed. 


The great trouble now is that a large 
part of the waters of the Nile go to 
waste. It is in size the fourth river of 
the globe, ranking after the Amazon, 
the Kongo and the Rio de la Plata in 
basin and rainfall. The area it drains 
is more than one-third as large as eith- 
er Europe or ‘tthe United States, and so 
much water falls that if !t could be col- 
lected together it would more wan fill 
a ditch a mile wide and a mile deep 
reaching from New York to Chicago. 
The river is fed by mignty lakes, one of 
which is the largest on earth. Victoria 
Nyanza is bigger than Lake Superior, 
Lake Albert is about toe size of the 
Great Salt lake and (Lake Tsana has an 
area of 1,200 square miles. Notwith- 
standing this, the windings of the Nile 
are such that more than one-half of the 
water supply does not get to ths lands 
that need it, and during the summefr 


of the lower Nile valley, and it has 
made the Egyptians one of the most 
prosperous people on the globe. 

Big Projects of the Upper Nile. 

The projects which the British are 
now considering are more important 
than anything they have done in the 
past, and they will rank as the most 
daring of the engineering plans of the 
century. If carried out they will cost 
as much as it did to build the Suez 
canal, but they wil assure the greater 
Egypt a steady water supply all the 
year round for all time to come; and 
they will build up here, at a distance 
of fifteen hundred or two thousand 
miles @outh of the Mediterranean sea, 
several other Egypts twice or thrice as 
rich as the lower Nile valley, each sup- 
porting dts millions of people. 

The projects embrace the regulation 
of the great lakes on the highlands of 
central Africa, so that they may serve 
as reservoirs for the WNile. They in- 
clude the embankment of those tributa- 
ries of the White Nile which flow 
through the great swamps on the north- 
ern sjope of the Kongo watershed, and

This vast region is known as the 
Sudd. It is now being explored, and 
attempts have been made to cut chan- 
nels through it. I have met some of 
the surveyors who have attempted to | 
penetrate it and some who have broken | 
away parts of it to open up channels | 
for the Nile. 
vast sheet of brilliant green made up 
of papyrus, feathery reeds and sword 
grdss. These rise from five to fifteen 
feet above the water and are broken 
here and there by patches of ambatch 
trees and by channels, pools and lag- 
oons. The greater part of it has no 
human inhabitants, and this ts espe- 
cially so of that region along the Bahr 
el] Ghazal. There are some Dinka vil- 
lages near Bor and a few tribes on the 
edge of the Belgian Kongo. Farther 
south at Lado and Gondokoro the regon 
is populated. 

It is only at the ‘south of the swamp 
regions that big game is to be seen. 
There the land is a little higher, and 
elephants, giraffes and buffaloes inhabit 
the edges of the swamps.

Val- 
uable talks have been given by experts on the 
subject of tuberculosis and means of preven- 
tion; also an account of the work done for 
tuberculosis patients by a free dispensary 
lately founded by two of our public-spirited 
citizens, and one of the first dispensaries for 
free treatment of tuberculosis to be estab- 
lished in the south. It is the purpose of the 
social service section to enter upon civic 
work, the battle cry of the campaign to be: 
‘A cleaner and a more beautiful Atlanta!’’ 

Of all the manifold work done by the At- 
lanta Woman's Club none has been more vital 
or farther reaching than that accomplished 
by the library committee. From a amalh be- 
ginning, when the chairman, Mrs. McCabe,

would, herself, drive to the nearest rural 
schools and distribute the few books then put 
at her disposal, the work has grown to such 
great proportions that Mrs. McCabe has found 
it necessary to transfer the local chairman- 
ship to Mrs. Lyman J. Amsden, a woman of 
untiring energy and resource, in order that 
she (Mrs. McCabe) may meet the stress of 
her large and ever-increasing obligations as 
chairman of the state committee. About 500 
volumes have been sent out already, and it 
can truthfully be sald that in these boxes 
where the books are packed the filling used is 
sunshine, And the joy-giving thought is so 
evident in the work that the spirit is con- 
tagious. In every box sent out is something 
for the children, besides juvenile books, there 
@re drawing materials, paint boxes and col- 
ored pencils. 

Since it is impossible to review the work 
of the different sections, we will now dwell 
only upon the new features of the club. First 
of all to be noted is the large increase in 
membership, about. seventy new names having 
been added in the year. Last fall a flower 
show was undertaken, and its success proved 
it be more than worthy of a place among the 
annual events. Recently Mrs. Albert Herring 
and her committee arranged a chrysanthe- 
mum exhibit which might well have put the 
professional florist on his mettle. Beautiful 
prizes were offered by. some of Atlanta’s 
leading merchants, and a five-doliar gold 
piece by Mrs. Wilson, president of the club. 
On this occasion, as the result of a freewill 
offering, not only were the expenses of the 
flower show defrayed, but there was a neat 
sum left to be turned over to the comanittee 
having in charge the improvements in our 
club rooms. To the good management, as 
well as faste, of Mrs. Price Smith and Mrs. 
Warren Boyd is due the present attractive 
setting, not only for our regular business 
meetings, but also for that heartsome hos- 
pitality in which the Atlanta club excels,

Guild has just completed its fourth annual 
collection of garments and 
and distributed the collected articles among 
the eighteen public charities 
its envtrons. The total number of articles, 
all entirely new, so collected and distributed, 
has aggregated in the four years of the 
guild’s existence in Atlanta about 11,000. 
The number of section presidents who 

been in charge of the collecting has not 
ereased over last year, still numbering 
twenty-two; but the work has been extended 
by the formation of a ‘‘colored branch of the 
Atianta branch.’’ This work among the col- 
ared people was undertaken at the request of 
a number of colored women, and has been 
under the direction of Mrs. W. R. Hammond 
and Mrs. A. FE. §. Allen, The colored women 
elected Anna Tate as their president, and 
have worked with great enthusiasm and suc- 
cess during the whole summer, mesting 
every Monday afternoon arn making 
many of their own garments. They have 
now on exhibition in Radcliffe Memorial 
Presbyterian church (colored) their entire col- 
lection, amounting to elght sections, or 
nearly nine hundred articles. 

The collection of the Atlanta branch is 
divided equitably among both the white and 
colored institutions of the city, but the col- 
lection of the colored branch, by fhe wish 
of the executive board, is to be apportioned 
only to the charities of their own race, and 
the two apportionments will result {n sub- 
stantial aid to three very needy orphanages 
and an old people’s home. 

The work of the guild fs under the direction 
of a national board, and is conducted on a 
most efficient system, which is explained in 
various leaflets and pamphiets sent out on 
application from headquarters.

The bill which was presented by the aaso- 
clation to the general assembly in,June was 
passed without amendment, I am happy to 
State, and we now have a atate board of 
nurse examiners, appointed by the governor 
from names submitted to him for that pur- 
pose by the state association, authorized to 
investigate the qualifications of all nurses ap- 
plying for registration. 

The terms of the bill are very liberal. In- 
like the professjons of medicine and law, 
Wwe have not prohibited, but have aimed 
merely to restrict. We have in no way cur- 
tailed the liberty or right of any nurse to 
practice, so long as she does not practice 
under the distinctive title of registered nurse. 

In no other profession are the sins and 
shortcomings of the individual so visted upon 
the whole as in that of nursing. Cases are 
constantly being cited cof unscrupulous wom- 
en preying upon tbe public under the guise 
of “graduate nurse,’’ and every doctor knows 
instances of criminal neglect and ignorance 
on the part of the type of nurse which the 
great nursing body condemns and deplores, 
yet for which ft is held responsible. 

As @ means of protection, therefore, to the 
general public, as well as to ourselves, we 
have provided by law a definite title for the 
nurse fully qualified by careful and pro- 
longed training. and who {s in go00d moral 
and professional standing in the community. 

The importance of the advance thus gained 
will be more readily appreciated when it is 
understood that, with registration already se- 
cured in many neighboring states, and dis- 
tinguishing lines between the fit and the 
unfit closely drawn, we had become an open 
and profitable field for the 4riftwood of the 
profession. , 

We had a hard fight to get our bill passed, 
and it will need vigilance to prevent nullify- 
ing amendments in the future. That this 
should be the case proves only more con- 
clusively the need for just such reforms as 
we are aiming to bring about—a higher and 
more uniform curriculum in all . training 
schools, and an incentive to all nurses to 
adopt and keep to the highest standards of 
excellence.

Especially are we interested in compulsory 
education and the child labor question. As 
an organization and as individuals we have 
used our influence for betterment of condil- 
tions along these lines. We are anxious for 
our legislature to pass a bill which will not 
only recognize the inherent right of every 
child to have an education, but will also force 
the parents to give him an opportunity to 
receive it. We recognize the material great- 
ness of our section and we hope to make it 
permanent by securing the higher ~ blessings 
of educational opportunity. 

We belleve that the organic union of in- 
dustrial with intellectual education is the 
solution of many of the social problems of the 
south, and we wish to. do whatever lies in 
our power for. the promotion of this union. 
We do not expect to accomplish all or even 
one of these objects immediately. We hope 
to work patiently and tactfully, but earnest- 
ly and strongly for them, confident that the 
addition of our work to the forces already 
in operation will sensibly accelerate the re- 
sults.

Abbe Gorret Was First to

Geneva, December 2!1.—The Abbe Gor- 
ret, who climbed every important peak 
in the Swiss and Italian Alps, and who 
was the first to ascend the Matterhorn 
from the Italian side, has died at Aosta, 


He taught Alpinism to the present 
FARg of Italy, and was well acquainted 


Abbe Gorret, who was born of hum- 
ble parents, began life as a guide. He 
was a men of superb physique, and was 
noted in his younger days for his feats 
of strength. 

By studying at night, he passed his 
examinations as a clerical student, and 
became a priest. He soon relinquished 
parochial duties, however, and retired 
to.a cottage in the mountains, where 
he spent his time writing books on the 
Alps and climbing. 

He was an intimate friend of Tyndall 
and many other well-knewn English 
Alpinists of the old school.

Nile for the irrigation of the 
That river will still be allowed to carry 
its ‘heavy load of silt down to Egypt 
during the floods, but in the summer, it 
may be so regulated by a dam at Lake 
Tsana as will furnish perennial irriga- 
tion to a large region near here. The 
Blue Nile is just about as long as from 
Philadelphia to Chicago. It rises in the 
mountains of Abyssinia at an altitude 
as great as that of the top of Mount 
Washington, and winds its way down 
through Abyssinia and the Sudan to 
Khartoum, where it joins the White 
Nile. The river here is about as Wide 
as the Potomac at Washington, and its 
waters are now beautifully clear. irur- 
ing the floods they turn reddish brown, 
being loaded with a greal quantity of 
the leaf mold of the Abyssinian forests 
and the scouring, of the voleamic rocks 
of the Abyssinian plateau. The river is 
navigable as far as the cataracts at 
2osaires, which is 426 miles from here, 
and there are regular steamers plying 
upon it. Bevond that point the stream 
is known as the Abai. It flows out of 
Lake Tsaana in a series of channels and 
light rapids, which soon unite to torm 
a stream 700 feet wide, in which shape 
bi lows On, narrowing and widening 
until it reaches Rosaires. 
About five years ago one of the en- 
gineers of the Egyptian irrigation ser- 
vice, Mr. Dupius, made an exploration 
of the Blue Nile and went around Lake 
Tsana. He estimates that the lake will 
store something like 3,000,000,000 tons 
of water, and that, with the construc- 
tion of proper dame and regulators, 
15,000,000 tons per dav can be given out 
from Jamuary until June. He says that 
Lake Tsana can be easily controlled, 
and that without affecting the large 
grazing lands which are found near 
its shores.

The schemes that I have described are 
so far only in embryo. Sir William Gar- 
stin, who is at the head of the prrpiic 
works of Egypt and the Sudan, has 
mate a report upon them and the gov- 
ernment has sent out explorers along 
the difference, rivers to inves- 
tigate their possibilities, They 
report many new things regarding 
the Nile system, the upper part of which 
is now for the first time becoming 
known to the world. During a recent 
interview with the sirdar, Sir Reginald 
Wingate, I asked him whether we eave 
yet gotten an accurate knowledge of the 
sources of the Nile and the actual] flow 
of its waters. 

‘We are learning a great dea] about 
it,”” was his reply. ‘“‘We have surveyed 
the main stream from where it flows out 
of Victoria Nyanza and have followed 
it down to Khartoum. There are many 
of the tributaries, however, of whieh 
we know but little. I have men now ex- 
ploring the vast system of § streams 
whiich feeds the White Nile in the Bar 
el Ghazal, our province which borders 
the Congo watershed. That country is 
difficult of access. [It is covered with a 
rank vegetation consisting of papyrus. 
reeds and grasses, which are twelve or 
fifteen feet in height, and our offi- 
cers have to keep track of one another 
by sending up rockets from time to 
time. Our first attempts at the investi- 
gation of those streams were from the 
north, but we are now going to their 
headwaters and following the streams 
down to whtre they flow into the Nile. 
We are building boais there, and we 
hope to open such communication by 
steamer that goods can be taken by the 
Nile to and from the watershed of the 
Congo.”
